Category 3 material, not intended for human 
consunq}tion, including ova, embryos and semen; 

(e) “animal* ’ means any v .rtcbrate or invertabrate animal (including fish, reptiles and amphibians); 

(I) “Council** means Export Inspection Council established under section 3 of the Act; 

(^ “competent authority’* means the Export Inspection Agencies (ElAs) at Mumbai, Kolka*j, 

Delhi and Kochi established under section 7 of the Act; 

(h) “canned pet food” medns heat-processed pet food contained within a hermetically sealed container; 

(i) “Category' 1 material” means animal by-products of the following description, or any material 
containing such by-product; namely :—

(jp) “Category 3 processing plant” means a plant in which Category 3 material is processed mto 
processed animal protein and other processed products that could be used as feed material; 

((0 ‘ ‘Catering waste’ ’ means all waste food originating in restaurants, catering facilities and kitchens, 

including central kitchens and household kitchens; 

(r) “Establishment” means a low-risk processing plant, a high-risk processing plant, a plant 
producing pet food and animal by-products or fishmeal, or a plant which prepares technical or 
pharmaceutical products and in which animal waste is used in the preparation of such products; 

(s) “fishmeal” means processed animal protein derived from sea animals, except sea mammals; 

(t) “hermetically sealed container” means a container that is designed and intended to be secure 
against the entry of micro-organisms; 

(u) “pet food” means food for dogs, cats and other pet animals containing material con^irised of animal 
by-products viz. parts of slaughtered animals, fish or other sea animals except sea mammals, 
caught in the open sea for the purposes of fish meal production, fresh by-products from fish from 
plants manufacturing fish products for human consumption which shall include raw pet food, 
processed pet food, canned pet food and fish meal; 

(v) “pet animal” means any animal belonging to species normally nourished and kept, but not 
consumed, by humans for purposes other than farming; 

(w) “processed pet food” means pet food, other than raw pet food that has undergone treatment in 
accordance with these rules; 

(x) “petfood plant” means a plant producing petfood and in which certain animal by-products are 
used in the preparation of such petfood; 

(y) “placing on the market” means any operation the purpose of which is to sell animal by-products, 
or products derived there from covered by these rules, to a third party or any other form of supply 
against payment or free of charge to such a third party of storage with a view to siq>ply to such 
a third party; 

(z) “raw pet food” means pet food which has not undergone any preserving process other than 
chilling, freezing or quick freezing to ensure preservation. 

3. Compliance.— (1) The processor or exporter shall con^ily with :— 

(a) any statutory restrictions imposed by any State or Central Government with respect to commercial 
or environmental or conservation measures from time to time; 

(b) hygiene requirements for collection and transport of animal by-products and processed products 
in accordance with Chapter-I; 

(c) hygiene requirements for intermediate and storage plants in accordance with Chapter-II; 

(d) control and inspections in accordance with Chapter-Ill; 

(e) official controls and lists of approved plants in accordance with Chapter-IV; 

(f) general hygiene requirements for the processing of Category 1 material, Category 2 material and 
Category 3 material as per Chapter-V;

A. Processing Standards.—1. The mammalian processed animal protein shall have been submitted to processing 
method as directed by the competent authority. 

2. The non-ma mm alian processed animal protein, wifli die exclusion of fishmeal, shall have been sufamilted to 
any of processing method 1 to 6.^ 

3. The fishmeal shall have been submitted

AWARD 

The Government of Indial^Order No. L-29011/40/ 
2000/IR (M) dated 14-7-2000, have referred this industrial 
dispute for adjudication to this Tribunal. 

The issue for adjudication is the following: 

“Whether the action of the President/Working 
Committee of IRE Mining Area Civil Contract 
Workers Welfare Forum, Vellanathuruthu, Kollam, 
in not accepting the list of 19 workers as members 
and also the nomination of one representative to 
the governing body of the Forum submitted by the 
IRE CivU Workers Union (CITU) (Registration No. 
2-26 of 1999) led by Sri. K. Uimikrishnan. President 
is justified? If not, to what relief the union is 
entitled?” 

2. Out ofthe 4 unions in the party array union No. 
1 alone contest the dispute. Other unions jwere set ex- 
parte. The contentions of union No. 1 are briefly as 
under; This union was registered as a trade union which 
was recognised and accepted by the management. This 
union has a large number of mentbers in ^^llanathuruthu 
mining area to protect the interest and other privileges of 
those workmen represented by this lipion. The 
management with the same object formed society as IRE 
Minining Area Civil Contract W)rkers Wstfhre Forum 
(the Forum for short). The said society is rq>resented by 
the chief joint manager ofthe management. This un^n 
was recognised in the registered byelaw of the Forum 
and this union is to be one of the nominees in the 
committee to be constituted for the management at the 
Forum. No new trade union can be introduced as 
representative of the minining area Civil Contract Workers 
in the said Forum as per the byelaw. The management 
has been trying to collude with a stranger trade union to 
brou^ into the aflSairs of the said Forum \^ch is against 
law. This union had been trying to enforce law through 
their representations and writ petitions. This union filed 
OP No. 11317/00, OP. No. 3059/00, OP. No. 33640/00 and 
OP. No. 34370/00 before the High Court and the 
management and Dist. Administration refused to comply 
with direction of the High Court in those original petitions. 
This union also filed Civil Suit for injection before the 
Munsiff Court, Karunag^pally for this purpose there is 
an order of injection. This union is entitled to represent 
the workmen in the IRE Mining Area contract work at 
Vellanathuruthu and third union has no right to add 19 
workmen within the purview ofthe Fomm without getting 
the byelaw and constitution amended. This reference as 
framed is not an industrial dispute. The prayer is for 
finding that this union is one among the four trade unions 
to represent the Forum and for an award to that effect.

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3. The contentions of the management are briefly 
as below : The management is not a necessary or proper 
party in this reference. This dispute is bad for miqoinder 
of parties. Only by virtue of the byelaws of the Forum the 
Head of management plant became the president of the 
said Forum. The proper party to the reference is secretary 
to Forum and not the present management This reference 
is illegal and invalid. The BMS union has no locus standi 
to represent the Forum in the governing body, The 
management company is a Government of India 
Undertaking. The grievance raised by the 3rd union is in 
connection with the mining activities being conducted for 
the Chavara Plant of the management where the main 
activity is the mining of beach sand. The mining area is 
divided into the several blocks in three Panchayats. The 
mined sand is transported to the company plant by the 
transporting contractor. The grievance of the 3 rd union is 
the non inclusion of the persons of a particular union in 
the list of workers to be engaged by transporting 
contractor. The company has been facing problems in 
connection with the transportation of mineral mined sand 
due to the demand from local people for enq)loYment as 
workers under the contractor. Demanding employment to 
the local people the union submitted separate list. In the 
meanwhile the first union moved the High Court by filing 
OP. No. 3.317/00 and incompliance of the order of the High 
Court the Revenue Divisional Officer had convened a 
meeting of all unions and it was decided to engage 
particular number of workers from each union. Thereafter 
local people of Alappad Panchayat started agitation 
preventing the mining operations. The company obtained 
police protection from the High Court and restarted work. 
Although not more than ten persons each are required, 
due to the pressure of unions the management and 
transporting contractor was forced to engage almost 60 
persons at Vellanathuruthu and 86 persons at 
Vcllaiiathuruthy and 86 persons at Thacherikadavu. It is 
the contractor who has to engage the persons from among 
the list forwarded by the unions and there could not be 
any direction to this management to implement any list 
given by any union. The reliefs sought for in the dispute 
against the management are fully misplaced. There is no 
industrial dispute between the management and the 
members stated to be represented by the unions. The 
dispute IS actually due to inter union rivalry. The Forum 
cannot engage 19 workers from the list submitted by the 
president of CITU Union, The management never indulged 
in the fimctioiis of any union. This management is not at 
all responsible for the situation created by 3rd union. It is 
further stated that the reliefs claimed are beyond the scope 
of the reference and union is not entitled to get any relief 
prayed for. 

4, The president of the contesting union has filed 
proof a.ftidavit in support of the claim of the union 
uas cross-examined as WWl and Exts. Wl to W^- ha’?";': 
also been marked on the side of the union. The maifager

(HRM) has filed proof affidavit in support of the case of 
management and was cross examined as MWl, 

5. (i) The management has challenged the 
maintainability of the dispute on the ground of misjoinder 
of parties and also that it is not an industrial dispute coming 
within the definition of that term in the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947. According to the learned counsel for the 
management, the management compaity is not a necessary 
party as the dispute is seen raised against the Forum and 
the said Forum is not made a party in this dispute. As per 
fhe issue under reference the challenge is against the 
welfare Forum and not against the management. This 
Forum is admittedly not made a party in this reference. It is 
evident from Ext. Wl Memorandum of Association that 
the Forum is a separate entity with its own bye-laws and it 
is admitted registered under the Travancore Cochin 
Literary Scientific and Charitable Societies Act, 1955. 
Further the contesting union as well as the other unions 
in the party array have recognised the Forum as a separate 
entity which is evident from Exts. W2 to W4 Judgements 
of the High Coiul in the writ petitions filed by the unions. 
Even then the Forum is not made a party in this dispute. 
On the other hand the management, against whom no relief 
is claimed even as per the issue under reference, is made a 
party. In the absence of the Forum as a party in this dispute 
no effective adjudication is possible. In this state of affairs 
this dispute is not maintainable for non joinder of 
necessary party. 

(ii) As per the issue under reference the dispute 
appears to have been raised for accepting the list of 19 
workers as members and also for nomination of one 
representative to the governing body by the IRE Mining 
Area Civil Contract Workers Welfare Forum and the 
demand seen to have been raised by IRE Civil Workers 
Union (CITU) led by Sri. K. Unuikrishnan, President. This 
union after filing the claim statement before this Tribunal 
has not proceeded with the dispute. It is clear from the 
issue that no demand w as raised against the management 
and no relief was also sought against the management 
company. It is also evident tliat the contesting union had 
not raised any demand against the management. The 
definite case ofthe management is that the 3rd union wliich 
raised the demand against the Forum and the contesting 
first union which had not raised any demand against the 
management, are not representing any workmen of the 
management. There is no documentary or believable 
evidence on record to show' that the contesting union or 
the 3rd union represent any of the workmen of the 
management. Therefore there cannot be any industrial 
dispute between these unions and the management. 
Further as the union which !><iS raised the demand failed 
to proceed with the dispute and the contesting union has 
not raised any dispute against the management, it cannot 
be said that there exists any dispute requiring adjudication. 
On that ground also this reference is not maintainable. 
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6. The issue as framed shows that the claim is for 
accepting the 19 workers as members of the WelfeieFonim. 
But the said 19 persons are not enlisted in the reference 
order. There is also no evidence to show that these 19 
workers are represented by any union, much less the 
contesting first union. No relief can be given without the 
identity of these 19 persons. Hence the reference is bad in 
law on that ground also. 

7. I shall now pass on to the merits. As stated earlier 
the contesting union has not raised any demand against 
the management. The demand alleged to have been raised 
and the relief sought are against the Forum which is not 
made a party to this dispute. The union which adduced 
evidence before this Tribunal had not raised any demand 
even against the Forum and it is not proved that this union 
present any of the 19 workers. Therefore this union is not 
competent to raise an industrial dispute against the 
management. There is nothing to show that the 19 persons 
stated in the reference order are employees of the 
management and the management has paid salary or wages 
to them. It is also not established that there is any 
employer- employee relationship between the management 
company and the so called workers concenmed in this 
dispute. In the absence of any such evidence, the claim of 
the union defenitely fails and deserves only to be rqected. 

8. On behalf of the contesting union the learned 
counsel has vehemently contended that the Chief 
Executive of the management company is the president of 
the said Forum andfirst signatoiy in Ext W1 Memorandum 
of Association of the Forum. Further as evidence from 
Ext. W2 and W3 judgements the Chief Executive of the 
management company as well as the president of the Forum 
are represented by same lawyers which shows that the 
Forum and the management are one and the same. It is 
also contended that the mining contract work is done by 
the society for the management company. But as per Ext. 
W1 the Forum is a separate legal entity with separate bye¬ 
laws and is registered separately. Further the unions have 
recognised the Forum as a separate entity as evident from 
the writ petitions filed before the High Court. No doubt 
the Cheif Executive of the management company is the 
president of the Forum and he is the first signatoiy of Ext. 
Wl. But as there is evidence of employer employee 
relationship between the management and the employees 
in question, no liability can be fastened upon the 
management on the mere reason that the Chief Executive 
of the management is the president of the Forum which is 
a separate legal entity and not a party to this dispute. 
Merely because the management and the Forum are 
represented bv the same lawyers before the High Court, it 
is very much difficult to hold that the management and the 
Forum are one and the same. Therefore these contentions 
of the learned counsel are unsustainable. 

9. The demand as per the issue under referrence is 
for accepting the list of 19 workers as members and also 
for acceptable of the nomination of one representative to 


the governing body of the stud WelfiMC Fotum. But the 
claim now made by the contesting union is for 
regularisation of 19 workers in the service of the company. 

In the proof affidavit filed by the president of the 
contesting union it is demanded for accepting 20 woricers 
in this dispute as woikers of the management conqiany 
and to give appointment. Such a claim is not an issue as 

per the order of reference. The prwent demand of umon is 

as a matter of fact beyond the scope of reference which is 
not legally permissible as this Tribunal cannot go beyond 
the terms of reference. This view is supported by a 
decision of the Suprem Court in Pottery Mazdoor 
Panchayat V Pafect Pottery Co. (’79 LIC 827). In that case 
the court considered the question regarding the 
Jurisdiction of Industrial Tribunal and pointed out in para. 

11 that the jurisdiction of the Tribunal in industrial disputes 
is limited to the points specifically referred for its 
adjudication and to matters incidental thereto and the 
Tribunal caimot go beyond the terms of reference. In the 
light of this observation also the demand of the contesting 
uniori is unsustainable. 

10, Forthe foregoing discussion, an award is passed 

holding that this reference is not maintainable and the 
workers involved in this reference are not entitled to any 
relief in this reference.

3. First party a^ieared and contested the ajpphcation 
by filing its W.S.-cum Say at Ext. 14 1st party submitted 
that it is a statutory corporation formed by and under the 
authority of the Union of India. First party owns various 
airports located in the country and operates them. First 
party does not own the airport at Pune. It merely operates 
the civil enclave in the airport owned by the India Airforce. 

It is further submitted that second party union has not 
produced any membership receipt or member^p register 
to establish the fact that the said 14 workmen are being 
represented by the second party. First party denied that 
said 14 workmen are employed by the first party for more 
than 10 years. First party submits that it merely runs the 
airport. Specialised services are obtained by the first party 
through different contrdptors. First party used to award 
contracts relating to sweeping, cleaning, maintenance and 
security to various contractors. The said contracts are 
awarded by following all the necessary guidelines. It is 
further submitted that the employees whose names are 
listed in Annexure-A might have worked with different 
contractors. First party further submitted that when a 
contract is awarded to a new party, normally the said new 
party executes the said contract with the help of existing 
workmen because continuity is ensured and the concemwl 
workmen have knowledge with regard to the work. It is 
further submitted by first party that the categories in which 
the contract labour was prohibited by the Central 
Government are entirely different categories than those 
which the workmen whi^ names at Sr. Nos. 1 to 8 me 
employed. First party has employed Prompt Industrial 
Services Pvt. Ltd., For providing services of annual 
mechanized cleaning. The said work is not prohibited by 
any government notification. The employees employed at 
Sr. No. 9 or 14 were employed at Sr. No. 9 to 14 were 
employed as security guards. The employees employed 
through the contractors have been exteiKled statutory 
benefits. It is further submitted that it is the contractor who 
h^s recruited the said workmen.

Learned Advocate for second party further 
argued that if these employees are terminated they would 
suffer irrepablc loss. On the other hand, if interim relief is 
granted first party would not suffer any loss. II party has 
made prima-facic case hands he has prayed for grant or 
interim relief. 

Second party has produced various documents in 
support of its contention such as zerox copy of letter dt. 
29-3-96, charter of demands, zerox cqjy of letter by Airport 
Authorify of India zerox copy of latter between Regional 
Executive Director and Airport Authority of India, zerox 
copy of daily duty roster maintained by Airport Authority 
zerox copy of daily permits of employees, zerox copy of 
consolidated Subscription receipt. 

6. Learned Advocate Mr. A.K. Joshi for first party 
argued that said 14 workers not employed by the first party 
for more than 14 years. First party merely runs Airport and 
specialised services arc obtained by the first party through 
different contractors. First party used to award contracts 
relating to sweeping, cleaning maintenance and security 
to various contractors. He further argued that the employees 
mentioned in the list in Annexure-A might have worked

mentioned in the list in /^nnexure-A might have worked 
with different contractors. When the contract is awarded 
than normally the contractor executes the contract with 
the help of existing workmen. Hence said employees might 
have been continued. He further argued that the categories 
in which the contract labour was prohibited by the Central 
Government are entirely different categories than those for 
which the workman whose names at Sr. Nos. 1 to 8 are 
employed. The mechanical cleaning work is not prohibited 
by any Go\ ernment certification, he further argued that 
employees at Sr, Nos. 9 to 14 were employed as Securitv' 
Guards, from 21 -7-2002 CISF has replaced the security 
guards and other work force at Pune Airport. Hence 
workmen at Sr. Nos. 9 to 14 have become surplus and are 
idle. It is further argued that second party has filed writ 
petition and Hon. High Court has ordered status quo hence 
the employees in the list in i^nnexure-A were Continued on 
account of status-quo. It is further admitted that said 
employees cannot be absorbed as direct employee, Hence 
he prayed for rejection of interim relief of application. First 
part>' has produced documents such as letter from Deputy 
General Manager dt. 23-7-2004, letter dt. 21-7-2004 from 
M. V. Kini & Co., letter to Ms. Prompt Industrial Sendees 
P\1. Ltd. by Airport Authority dt 28-7-2004. 

7. After considering the submissions of both sides, 
firstly, it is admitted fact that 14 employees mentioned in 
the list in Annexure-A are not direct employees of first 
party, they are employed through contractor. It is also 
admitted fact that employees at Sr. Nos. 1 to 8 in the list 
were engaged as Sweepers and employees at Sr Nos, 9 to 
14 were engaged as Security Guards. Second party has 
produced official correspondence of first party. II party 
has also produced daily permit of those employees. It is 
mentioned in the say cum written statement that those 
employees listed in Annexure-A might have worked with 
different contractors, new contractors has employed the 
same workmen. So those employees arc continued in 
serv ice in respect of the employees emplo}, c l for security' 
purpose. It is specifically mentioned by the first party that 
from 21-7-2002 Central Industrial Security' Force has 
replaced the security guards in order to strengthen the 
security. So the employees at Sr. Nos. 9 to 14 have become 
surplus. First party has produced circular of Government 
of India dt. 24-5-2000. So also correspondence to Regional 
Executive Director also shows that CISF has replaced 
security guards. So it is clear from the documentary 
evidence furnished by the first party that Central Industrial 
Security' Force (CISF) was inducted as per the decision at 
highesl level. In view of the circular of Gm'emment Central 
Industrial Security Force (CISF) was inducted and hence 
the employees employed for securities at Sr. Nos. 9 to 14 in 
the list have become surplus. It is admitted fact that second 
party has filed Writ Petition in the Hon’ble High Court, 
Bombay and status quo was granted. First party has 
specifically contended that due to status-quo order of 
Hon'ble High Court those 14 employees were continued in 
sen-ice. First party' further argued that Hon’ble High Court 


7-7-2004. So interim relief time to an end. First Party has 
produced copy of letter by Solicitor to Airport authority 
on record. First party has also filed affidavit of one Mr. 
Thambithurai who is working as Jr. Executive (P & A) witli 
the first party. It is mentioned in the affidavit that the 
contract for watch and ward was to be discontinued as 
CISF staff wns posed for security as per the Government of 
India directives. However, the need for conservancy 
contract was still needed and hence fresh contract for 
conservancy was awarded for M/s. Prompt Industrial 
Services (P) Ltd. for one year, the staff-working with earlier 
contractor was ofif^ed jobs Ity the new contractor. However, 
the affected staff did not agree to this offer and 
discontinued the woik without any formal intimation either 
to the contractor or to the Airport Authority. It is further 
stated in the affidavit that manpower deployed for watch 
and ward was also directed to dispose off w.e.f 1 -8-2004. 
as it is no longer required. 

One Mr. Dhananjay Chol^ has filed affidavit in 
support of contention of second party. It was mentioned in 
it that on" 1-8-2004 first party officers denied to give parth. 
It is further mentioned in the affidavit that they were not 
terminated by first party on 1-8-2004. 

8. It appears from the affidavit filed by Mr. 
Thambithurai onbehalf of first party that th^ do not require 
the services of the employees for watch and ward duty. 
However, there are employees require for conservancy and 
they offered the existing employees to work through 
contractor. However, those employees denied and 
discontinued the work. It is clear from the submission of 
first party that for the purpose of security CISF has been 
inducted as per the directives of Government of India. The 
employees at Sr. Nos. 9 to 14 in the list were employed for 
watch and ward duty (security). So no direction for their 
continuation of service can be given against the policy of 
the Government, ft 4s also to be noted that all those 14 
employees in the list are not direct employees of first party. 
They were employed through contractor. They were not 
appointed tty first party. So also it appears that at present 
they are not continued in employment through contractor 
also. In view of above discussions, it is clear that second 
party failed to prove prima-facie case, the balance of 
convenience is in favour of first party, second party would 
not suffer irreparable loss if injunction is not granted. Hence 
I have given my findings to point No. 1 in negative Point 
nos. 2 and 3 in favour of First Party, and proceed to pass 
following order, 

ORDER

0) In the interest ofjustice first party may consider 
to employ the employees at Sr. Nos. 1 to 8

16/2002 LR (M) Dated 13-3-2003, have referred this 
industrial dispute for ajdudication to this Tribunal.

P. Balakrishnan Nair, Proprietor, 
Kannamoola P.O., Trivandrum for 
regularisation as a Electrician/Wireman, 
Airports Authority of India, Trivandrum 
Airport, Trivandrum with retrospective 
effect from 1-3-1994 is justified ? 


(b) whether the contract entered into between one 
M/s. R. .K. Electricals and (u)M/s. New 
Electricals, Contractors and the management of 
Airports Authority of India, Trivandram 
Airport, Trivandrum was genuine or a sham 
contract ? If so, to what relief the worker 
concerned is entitled to ? 


2. In pursuance to notice issued firom this Tnhnnai, 

the worker and the managements entered appearanw 

before this Tribunal, Both sides thereafter filed statements 
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advancing their respective contentions. Subsequentlv 
when the case was taken up for evidence on 6-8-2004 
tltt managements remained absent. Hence the case was 
adjourned to 14-9-2004. On that day also the 
managements remained absent without any reason 
whatsoever. Hence the managements were set ex parte 

The workman subsequenUy fUed an affidavit in support 

of his claim. 


t- affidavit filed by the workman it is stated 

that he was employed for ElectridanAVireman work of 
International Air port Authority of India. Trivandrum 
( AAI for short) for installing, maintenance and 
repainng the installation, equipments etc., Trivandrum 
through the contractors M/s. R. K. Electricals and 
M/s. New Electricals for the period from 1-5-1991 to 
28-2-1994, but he was denied employment from 1-3-1994 
without assigning any reason. According to the workman 
he was directly comrolled and supervised by Asstt 
Engineer and Supervisors of I. A. A.I. and he had worked 
as per their directions and that his nature of work was 
similar to that of the permanent employees of the Air 
Port Authority but he was paid a lesser salary and not 
paid other benefits. It is further stated that the manner 
of doing the work, the place of doing the work, the 
disciplinary control, exit and entry attendance, duty 
timings, leave sanctioning etc. were controlled and 
directed by the aforementioned officers of I A AI that 
the contract between the Air Port Director and the so 
called contractors were sham and that there was no valid 
contract agreements for the period in question. It is also 
stated that he has been given an identity card by I.A. A.I. 
which was taken back when he approached the High 
Court for permanency. It is also stated that after his denial 
of employment some others were employed for the same 
work but he was not given any preference for the work 
with a view to escape from the liability of the employer 
The further statement is that had put in more than 240 
days work that the denial of employment will amount to 
retrenchment under the Industrial Disputes Act and that 
he is entitled to be treated as direct employee of I.A.A.I 
with all benefits. 

4 Tile above averments of the workman remain 
unchallenged. There are absolutely no reasons also to 
disbelieve the same. I accordingly accept the same as true 
and correct. The workman thus estabhshed that he had 
worked under the management for 240 days and was denied 
employment without complying the provisions of the Act. 

5. In view of what is stated above, an award is 
passed holding that the workman Sri. K. Prasad worked 
as a direct employee of Air Port Authority of India, 
Trivandrum Air Port and his claim for regularisation with 
retrospective effect from 1-3-1994 with all benefits is 
fully justified.

If not, what 
relief the workman is entitled and from what date?’ 

2. The workman in his statement of claim has 
pleaded that te was appointed as waterboy on 1-11-92 by 

the nem-appheant bank at its Sahwa branch. District C^u^ 

by an oral order, who had to perform his duties from 
10 am to 5 pm and that he discharged the duties of a 4th 
Class, he was paid through banker’s cheque and ittitially 
he was paid a consolidated amount of wages @ Rs. 90 
per month which was increased to Rs. 450 per month. 
Birf bn 1-1-2002, his service was terminated by an oral 
order who had continuously worked from 1-11-92 to 


3478 Gl/04-32 
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December, 2001 and had completed over 240 days of work. 

He has averred that his temunatioii is illegal and after 
his termination, the service of one Sh. Jay Prakash was 
confirmed. Thus, according to his averments the bank 


has acted in violation of Section 25-F and 25-G of the 
Act. He has also stated that since his termination he is 
unemployed and has prayed that he may be reinstated in 
the service with its continuity and other consequential 
benefits. * 

3. The non-applicants in their counter statement 
have disputed the claim by stating that the workman was 
employed for contingent wOrk on contractual basis for a 
specified period and had acknowledged the contractual 
amount without any protest, that he was not appointed by 
following the prescribed procedure for the regular 
enq)lpyees and that his services were hired only for filling 
the drinking water in the pitchers in the office as there 
was paucity of drinking water in the town. The non¬ 
applicants have denied the violation of Section 25-F and 
25-G of the Act. 

4. On the pleadings of both the parties, the 
following points for determination were framed 

I. Whether the workman was appointed to the 
post of water boy from 1-11-1992 by an oral 
order of the management, who continuously 
worked up to December, 2001 with the 
management? 

II. Whether the workman was terminated in 
violation of the provisions under Section 
25-F of the Act, 1947? 

III. Whether at the time of terminating the 
workman his juniors viz. Slni Jay Prakash was 
retained in the service by the management? 

IV. Relief, if any. 

5. In the evidence, the workman has submitted his 
affidavit who was cross-examined on behalf of the non¬ 
applicants. In the defence, the counter-affidavit of 
Sh. Nanu Ram Soni, Branch Manager was brought on 
the record who was cross-examined on behalf of the 
workman. Both the parties have also led the documentary 
evidence. 

6. I have heard both the parties and have gone 
through the record. Point-wise discussion follows as 
under:— 

Points No. I & n 

7. Since both these points pertain to the question 
of the retrenchment, these are discussed t^getuet 
hereunder. 

8 The i;i. representative for the contents 

ihu Vhe woTkmim tvas appointad on i-li-92 as a water 


boy by an oral order who used to fill the drinking water 
and dusting in the office and the work performed by him 
was of the regular nature who worked form 10 am 
to 5 pm. But on 1-1-2002, he was terminated. His 
contention is that from 1-11-92 to December, 2001, the 
workman has continuously worked with the non^pplicant 
bank. The Id. representative has also contended that 
although the non-applicants have stated in their written 
statement that the workman was employed for filling the 
drinking water, but the mana^ment witness has admitted 
in the cross-examination that he was also performing the 
work of a 4th Class employee. His next contention is that 
the payment of wages was made to him through vouchers. 
The Id. representative has placed his reliance on the 
documents brought on the record onbehalf of the worieman 
and has contended that the service of the workman was 
retr^hed without giving him one month’s notice or the 
pay in lieu thereof and the retrenchment compensation. 

9. On behalf of the non-ai^licants, in turn, it has 
been contended that the-workman was never ^pointed 
as a 4th Qass, that no appointment letter was issued in 
his favour and that even there is no post of water boy in 
the bank at all. The Id. representative for the non¬ 
applicants has further urged that the workman was simply 
engaged for filhng the drinking water in the pitchers in 
the office which is proved by the application Ex. W-7 
presented by the workman, who was employed on hourly 
basis and worked for one or two hours per day for filling 
the drinking water which has been admitted by the 
workman himself. His next submission is that the 
workman’s attendance was not marted in the official 
register and after the termination of the contract, his 
engagement automatically came to an end and the 
provisions of the Section 25-F are not applicable to the 
present diqmte. 

10. I have given my thoughtful consideration to the 
rival contentions and h^e carefully gone through the 
judicial verdicts referred to by both the parties. 

11. The workman Sh. Sunil Kumar has deposed in 
his evidence that he had continuously worked from 
1-11-92 to December, 2001 and has completed over 240 
days work with the non-applicant bank and the wages 
last drawn by him was @ Rs. 450 per month. He has also 
stated that the arrears of the wages were paid to him by 
the non-applicmit bank, the documentary evidence thereof 
he has brought on the record. In the cross-examination, 
he has deposed that he had not appeared in the written 
test before his employment, that no letter of appointment 
was issued in his favour, that the payment of wages was 
made to him through banker’s cheque and that his name. 
was entered into the payment register. He has denied that 
he had not installed any generator near Sahwa branch 
and has admitt^ that he used to fill the drinking water in 
the pitchers in the Sahwa branch and also provided the 
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borne out on the attendance register. Ex. M-1 and the 


drinking \yater to the staffers. He has ftirther deposed that 
he also worked as a Messenger and used to cany the 
vouchers from the branch to other offices. Thus, the 
)vorknian has stood unshaken in his testimony and no 
reason has cropped up to disbelieve his testimony. 

12. In support of the oral evidence, the workman 
has relied upon the details of payment of the wages 
exhibited by the documents Ex. W-2, W-5, W-7 and W-9 
as well as the payment of bonus amount to him through 
the documents Ex. W-3, W*4 & W-6. 

13. Ex. W-1 is the salary statement wherein the 
name of the workman figures at serial no. 2 bearing the 
date as 25-5-2000. This document is.a typed one vdiich 
does not appear to have been signed by any bank authority 
and the workman in his cross-examination has admitted 
that it was got typed by him after perusing the payment 
register. However, this document could not be rebutted 
onbehalf of non-applicant bankby producing any contrary 
documentary evidence. Ex. W-2 is the statement of 
particulars of payment ofarrears of wages from Noveniber, 
97 to March, 2000, Ex. W-5 and W-9 are the details of 
payment of wages made to the workman. Ex. W-7 is a set 
of various applications, wherein Ex. W-7/1 is the 
forwarding letter by the Branch Manager whereby the 
ajqilication of the workman Ex. 7/2 was transmitted to 
the- Assistant GenCTal Manager. In the application form 
Ex. W-7/2, the workman has mentioned his en^loyment 
details and the consolidated amount paid to him at his 

ftinplfiyment is shown as Rs. 90/- per month and it 

was given effect from 1 -11-9 2. The total period of receiving 

the wages jxp to 1-1-99 has been exhibited as 6 years and 
2 months. Ex. W-7/3 is another letter addressed by the 
Branch Manager to the Assistant General Manager 
wherein it has been shown that tte workman has ^iplied 
for increase of his wages and the application of the 

waAnpan was transmitted along with,the forwarding letter. 

Ex W-7/4 is the application of the workman wherein he 
has shown that more than2 hours are consumed in fiUing 
the drinking water, therefore, his currem wages may be 
increased. Similarly, Ex. W-8 is the banker’s cheque 
through which the payment of wages of Rs. 3720/- was 
• mnitfi to the woikman. Ex. W-3, W-4 and W-6 are the 
particulars of the bonus amount paid to the worionan. 

14. At the strength of the aforementioned 
docuinents, the woikman has been able to prove th^ he 
was imder the enqilpyrnent of the non-jqiiAicant l^nk from 
the period commmicing from 1-11-92 to December, 2001. 

15. Now, I turn to the evidence adduced on behalf 
of the non-^jpUcants. MW-l, Sh. Nanu Ram Soni, the 
Branch Manage in his affidavit has stated that the 
workman was not selected after following the prescribed 
procedure for regular selection and that his name is not 


salary register Ex. M-2. Although he has averred in his 
affictot that in the salary statement Ex. W-l, there was 
no name of Sunil Kumar, workman, but he has deliberately 
included his name therein at his own level. But in support 
of his deposition, no salary statement on behalf of the 
non-applicant bank could be brofughl on the record to 
justify his depositioiL His testimony is that the woikman 
was engaged on contractual basis to fill the dri nking water 
in the water pots in the office and he has relied upon the 

ajqihcationEx. M-3 writtenbytheworkmanhimself. The 

copy of this application was also placed on the reoord by 
the workman which has been marked as Ex. W-7/4, but 
on the questkm of the perfom^ by the workman 
fiimilar to that of a 4th Class, the woikman could not be 
shaken in his cross-examination. The management 
witness Sh. Nanu Ram Soni in his cross-examination has 
even aitmitted that the woikman had not worked in his 
tenure in the office, who has posted as a Branch Manager 
w.e.f October, 2002. He has further admitted that no 
written agreement was executed engaging the worionan 
the for the said woric and could not be able to point out 
the specifiedperiod fonriiich the worionan was employed 
by the bank. Thus, the evidence adduced onbehalf of the 
bank is indefinite and vague ami caiuiot be relied upon. 

16. On the basis of the oral and documentary 
evidence adduced on behalf of both the parties, the 
workman has succeeded in establishing that he was 
continuous weriring from l-U-92 to December, 2001 
under the ai^oyment of the non-^jplicant bank and was 
performing the duties similar to that of a 4th Class and 
that he harf mmp leted over 240 days in the calendar year 
preceding to 1-1-2002. Management could not be able to 
prove that the workman was enq>loyed for a specified 
period and for a spedfiedpuipose on the contractual basis. 
No documentary evidence, too, could be led on the point. 
It is also further established that no one month’s notice or 
one month’s pay in lieu of the notice and the retrenchment 
ro mp ensatiim was paid to the woikman prior to his 
termination. Therefore, his termination amounts to 
retrenchment and the non-aiq)licant bank has clearly 
violated the provision imder Section 25-F of the Act. 

17. The submission made on behalf of the workman 
is fortified by the judicial pronouncements cited in 2003 
Lab IC Rajasthan 528 wherein the Hon’ble Court has 
observed that when it is found that the workman has 
worked for more than 240 days in a calendar year then he 
is entitled to the protection under Section 25-B of the Act 
and in such cases, the termination of the service of the 
workman was bad in law and without jurisdiction. 

18. The Id. representative for the workman has also 

relied upon the decisions cited in 1989 (1) RLR156 and 
2003 Lab IC Rajasthan 528, wherein the Hon’ble Court 
has observed that the employees engaged for performing 
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the duties on part-time basis are also the workmen as Point No. HI 
defined under Section 2-S of the ID Act. 


19. The submissions made on behalf of the 
workman are strengthened from the decisions supra and 
it is held that in the present dispute the claimant is covered 
by the definition of the workman as defined under Section 
2-S of the Act. 


20. Per contra, the Ld. reinresentative for the non¬ 
applicants in support of his submissions has relied upon 
(1996) 11 see 341 wherein the condition precedent was 
that the appointment on regular basis shall be made after 
selecting the candidates according to rules, but the persons 
appointed on part-time basis dehors the rules were not 
found to be entitled for their regularization. Apparently, 
the facts of the referred to decision are dissimilar to the 
present dispute. 

21 The Ld. representative than has referred to the 
decision cited in 2002 SCC (L&S) 567 wherein the 
Hon’ble Apex Court has observed that it is for the 
claimant to lead the evidence to the effect that he had 
worked for more than 240 days in the year preceding to 
his termination and that only his affidavit was not 
sufficient evidence for that purpose. Evidently, the 
workman in the instant case has not only submitted his 
affidavit but has also brought on record documentary 
evidence in support of his oral evidence which has been 
discussed supra. 

22. The other cases relied upon by the Id. 
representative for the non-applicants on the issue of 
applicability of the provision under Section 2(oo)(bb) 
of the Act are (2002) SCC (L&S) 801; 2001 (3) SCT 
758 & 1996 1 ADSC (L) 110. As has been stated above 
that in the instant dispute, the non-applicant bank 
could not be able to establish thj|^the workman was 
employed on the contractual basis for a specified 
period to perform the specified job.- As such, the 
submission made on their behalf does not derive any 
help from these decisions. 


2 3. The Ld. representative than has referred to 1996 
1 ADSC (L) 262 and has argued that no such post exists 
in the bank. But he has not placed the relevant rules before 
the Court in-support of his submission. I have gone through 
the cited decision, the facts thereof are not applicable to 
the case at hand. 


24. To conclude, points no. I & II on the basis of 
the aforesaid discussion, are decided in favour of the 
workman and against the .lon-applicants. 


25 . The Ld. representative for the workman submits 

that no seniority list as per rule 77 of the Industrial 
Disputes Rules, 1957 has been issued by the managenne nt 
and at the time of termination of the service of the 
work m a n . Jay Pr ak ash, a junior employee to him was 
retained the bank. On the other hand, on behalf of the 
non-applicants this submission has been sought to 
controvert by arguing that no person named as Jay Prakash 
is working with the branch- 

26. The workman in his cross-examination has 
stated that Jay Prakash was working in Salasar branch 
and has further deposed that the documents pertaining to 
his service were seen by him. But no such document could 
be produced on behalf of the workman in support of his 
submission that an employee named Jay Prakash was 
retained by the bank at the tinw of termina ting his service. 
Hence, I find that the workman has failed to discharge 
the onus to prove that a junior employee to him was 
retained by the non-applicant bank in violation of Section 
25-G of the Act. Accordingly, this point is decided against 
the workman. 

RELIEF 

27. On account of the decisions of the points no, I 
& 11 in favour of the workman, he is entitled for the 
reinstatement in the service. The workn^ in his claim 
statement has stated that since his termination he is out 
of employment. In his cross-examination, he has 
categorically stated that the STD Booth in his house is 
being run by his elder brother and not by him. On behalf 
of the bank, no iota of evidence could be adduced which 
could lead to infer that after the termination, the workman 
is earning his bread somewhere else. As such, the 
woikman is entitled for the back-wages also. 

28. For the foregoing reasons, the reference is 
answered in the affirmative in favour of the workman to 
this effect that his claim deserves to be allowed and the 
termination order dated 1-1-2002 is quashed and set aside. 

It IS held that the workman is entitled to be reinstated in 
the service with its continuity and with 50 per cent of the 
back-wages. If the back-wages are not paid to the workman 
within three months from the date of this award, it will 
also attrart interest @ 12 per cent per annum. An award 
is passed in these terms accordingly. 

29. Let a copy of the award be sent to the Central 
Government for publication under Section 17(1) of the 
Act. 


R. C. SHARMA, Presiding Officer 
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adjudicated upon is whether for completing enquiry, the 
management is competent to extend the services of an 
employee after his date of retirement From perusal of the 
chmges, it transpires that the alleged embezzlement is of 
about Rs. 3,10,000/-. It has been admitted by the witness 
of the managen^ that diere is nothing on die record to 
establish the fact that die workman had applied for 
extension after 18-6-1992 and .it has been admitted that 
there was no chargesheet pending against the workman 
on 18-6-1992 but he was under suspension on that day. 
The workman completed 58 years of age on 18-6-1992 and 
his services were extended in ord^ to complete the enquiry 
and he was placed under suspension on 25-2-1992 to 
16-12-1993 and he submitt«l medical bills for Rs. 700/-. 
The submission of the medical bill does not mean that the 
workman applicant was wUliag to get extensioiL According 
to the Bipartite Setdement in this behalf, a certidcate should 
be obtained regarding the fitness ofdie workman ^^licant 
and on his application only, the period can be extended. 
The workman applicant h^ written that he did not want 
extension of his services. He did not ai^ly for it and he 
was not willing to get extension. Even then, his services 
were extended. It was written that his services were being 
extended for conq)leting the enquiry so it is admitted fact 
that the service ofthe workman applicant was extended for 
no other purpose but for completing the disciplinary 
enquiry. It was submitted from the side of die workman 
applicant that the management cannot extend the services 
without the application of the workman applicant. It 
becomes clear ^m the letter of the management that the 
managentent has written to die workman that his services 
were being e xtending from time to time under advice to him 
for die purpose of completing disciplinary proceedings 
initiated against him. 

It was submitted firom the side of the workman that 
the management without any ^iplication has extended the 
services of the wo rkman aj^licant and the management 
has admitted that his services have be^ extended to 
complete the disciplinary enquiry. As such, this matter is 
setded that die services of the workman applicant were 
extended in order to complete the disdpliiiary proceedings. 
It was submitted fixmi the side ofthe woiknum that according 
to Bipartite Setdement that the emidoyee should apply for 
extension of his services and he should be medically 
examined and incase he is found fit only then his services 
wouldbe extended. His services has been extended beyond 
the age of retixeiiieiit in violation of the Bipartite Setdement 
It was submitted ftom the side of die management that 
pending disciplinary i»oceedings, the services of an 
employee can be extended othowise just before retirement, 
he may embezzle a very large amount and after his 
retirement, nodisc^tinaxy action can be taken against him. 

In this context, my attention was drawn to AIR 1962 
Assam. 

The Hrm’ble High Court has held that extension of 
services on public grounds for com]deting the departmental 


enquiry contravenes rule 56. This citation is about 
Government Servants so it is not ^plicable in the facts 
and circumstances of the present case. 

My attention was drawn to 1993-II-LLJl 162. The 
Hon’ble High Court of Patna has held that disciplinary 
proceedings cannot be initiated after employer-employee 
relationship is snapped. Master and servant relationship 
ends on termination of employment. 

My attention was also drawn to AIR 1962 Assa m 48. 

It is held that an employee cannot be retained in service 
after the age of retirement on public grounds, in case no 
departmental enquiry proceedings are pending against him 
on tile date of his retirement. Extention of his services 
contravenes rule 56. This is also regarding Article 309 of 
the Indiaij Constitution and not ^phcable in the focts and 
circumstances of tiie present case. 

From the. side of the management, my attention was 
drawn to 1988 LAB IC 496, Supreme Court. The Hon’bic 
Apex Court has held in the case of State Bank of India 
SiqteTvising Staff (Service) Rules (1975), R. 20A that 
retirement must be sanctioned by tiic competent authority. 
Sanction applies even to retirement on siqierannuation by 
virtue ofR. 20A introduced in 1977. By this judgement, ti« 
Hon’bic Supreme Court has distinguished 1977 AIR SCW 
4119. TheHon’ble Siqireme Court has further heldthaton 
account of Asmissal from service under rule 10, the 
employee can get only bank contribution and interest 
accruing therein. In view of rule 7,10andll,theeinpktyees 
contribution to the pension fund and the interest accruing 
thereon cannot be forfeited. It has been further held that as 
per the Service Rules, 1975, Rule 20 B, disciplinary 
proceedings can be continued after retirement. Disciplinary 
proceedings initiated against the petitioner (x>uld, therefine, 
be concli^«l after his retirement. Penalty of forfeiture of 
bank’s contribution to Provident Fund imposed by bank 
after petitioner was found guilty is proper. InqterialBankof 
India was taken over by the State Bank so this law is fiilly 
applicable in the case of the workman applicant. 

In2004 LABIC 2511, the Hon’ble Delhi High Court 
has held that an employee of the State Bank of India does 
not automatically get retired on attaining the age of 
superaimuation or completion of particular period of 
service. He can be said to have retired only after his 
retirement order is sanctioned by the competent authority. 
Extension of services in order to enable the bank to aanplete 
the disciplinary proceedings is not illegal. As such, in view 
of the recent pronouncements of the Hon’ble Supreme 
Court and Hon’bic High Court, the services of an employ^ 
canbe extended to complete the disciphnary proceedings. 
In the case of the workman applicant, his services have 
been extended only in order to (x>mplete the disciplinary 
proceedings. The Hon’ble Siqjreme Court and Hon’ble 
Delhi Court have held that such extension is valid. 'Die law 
cited by the workman applicant are not applicable in the 
facts and circumstances of this case. The workman 
applicant is not entitled to get any relief as prayed for. 
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The reference is replied thus:—

AWARD 

The Govt of India, Ministry of in exercise of 

the powers conferred on them under Section 10(1) (d) of 
the I.D. Act, 1947 has referred the following dispute to this 
Tribunal foradjudication vide their Order No. L-12012/249/ 
93-IR (B-I), dated, the 28th March, 1994. 

SCHEDUU: 

Whether the action of the management of 
Haz^bagh Kshetriya Gramin Bank in terminating the 
services of Shri Harihar Singh W.e.f. 31-12-91 is legal 
and justified? If not, to what relief the woikman is 
wititled?” 

2. The case of the concerned workman according to 
written statement submitted him in brief is as 
follows:— 

He submitted that he was provided employment as a 
Class IV employee on daily wages basis @ Rs. 21.95 per 
day on monthly basis with effect from 9-3-90. At Gobanda 
Branch of Hazaribagh Kshetriya Gramin Bank at Ichak More 
and worked in that capacity up to 30-12-91 without any 
break and completed more than 240 days attendance 
excluding the Sundays and Holidays. He submitted that 
bn 30-11 -91 he was transfeired to Head Office vide letter 
1^. GPB/PKS/9I -92-265 dt. 30-4-91 but he was allowed to 
join there when he went to Headquarter. He disclosed that 
subsequently he fell ill and remained under treatment of 
Dr. P.K. Mazumdar from 24-4-92 and declared fit for duty on 
15-2-93. After receiving fit certificate when he again came 
to Headqu^r with a view to join his duty he was not 
allowed tojoin there and by letter No. 1885 dt. 2-9-92 the 
management informed him that he was not found fit tojoin 
his duties as he was suffering from “Transitional Cell 
Carcinoma of Urinary Bladder”. Thereafter he wrote a letter 
dt. 10-4-93 to the management with request to allow him to 
resume his duty but that too did not yield any result. As a 
result he raised an Industrial Dispute before the ALC(C) 
Hazaribagh for conciliation which ultimately resulted 
reference to this Tribunal for adjudication. He disclosed 
that the job which he performed was permanent in nature 
and his duty hours was from 10 A.M. to 5 P.M. everyday 
and he was a foil time workman of the Bank. It is his specific 
allegation that he was illegally stopped from his duty and 
maiiagement arbitranly and violating the principle of natural 
justice terminated him from his service. Accordingly he 
submitted his prayer to pass award directing the 
managemrat to reinstate him in service with effect from 
1 -12-91 with all consequential benefits as embodied in the 
National Tribunal Award. 
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3. Management on the contrary after filing Written 
Statement-cum-rejoinder have denied all the claims ^d 
allegations which the sponsoring Union asserted in his 
Written Statement. They categorically denied the fact that 
the concerned workman was an employee of their bank. 
Actually he was engaged as daily wages employee and 
was paid wages according to minimum wages Act. They 
alleged that the concerned workman has played fi^ud and 
suppressed material particulars required to be disclosed 
by him for his absorption in the Bank, They submitted that 
in the School leaving certificate which he submitted the 
name of his father was recorded as Bindeshwar Singh while 
in the affidavit sworn by him he disclosed his father’s name 
as Nageshwar Dayal Singh. They admitted that the 
concerned workman from April, 1990 to November, 1991 
worked in the Bank for a total period of 279 days with 
break. They submitted that during this period the concerned 
workman was engaged for sweeping and cleaning the Bank 
as and when required basis and for the said casual job on 
daily wages basis there was no question of issuing any 
letter of appointment to him. 

They submitted that as per award of the National 
Tribunal which was implemented by the Ministry of Finance 
as contained in letter No. 11/3-RRB-90 DT. 22-2-91 the 
management took a decision to implement the said award 
and accordingly efforts were made to regularise the 
services of daily wages and for which they called for 
interview* of the daily wagers including the concerned 
workman but as doubt casted over the age of the concerned 
workman recorded in the School leaving certificate in 
relation to his physical appearance he was asked to appear 
before Medical Board formed to that effect. After his 
medical test the Board unanimously held opinion that he 
was 30 years old. Inspite of that opinion of the tyiedical 
Board opportunity was given to him to produce certificate 
of age but he was failed to produce the same. 

They submitted that the concerned workman was 
developed with certain physical problem in the year 1992 
and for which he remained under treatment at Durgapur 
Hospital. During his treatment it was detected that the 
concerned workman was suffering from Transitional Cell 
Carcinoma of Urinaiy Bladder. The Medical Certificate 
issued by the said hospital also exposed that he was 30 
years old at that relevant time of his treatment. They decided 
that the concerned workman was neither terminated nor 
retrenched from his work. He was liable for criminal 
prosecution for mis-representation of facts and for 
production of false certificate of his date of birth. 
Accordingly, they submitted that the management neither 
committed any illegality nor took any arbitrary decision 
violating'the principle of natural justice for his non¬ 
absorption in the service and for which he is not entitled 
to get any relief in view of his prayer. 

4. POINTS TO BE DECIDED 

“Whether the action of the management of 
Hazaribagh KshetriyaGramin Bank in terminating 
the services of Shri Harihar Singh w.e.f. 34 -12-91 


is legal and justified? If not, to what relief the 
workman is entitled?” 

5. FlNDINGWriHREASONS 

It transpires from the record that the management 
with a view to substantiate their claim examined two 
witnesses. On the contrary the concerned workman in 
support of his claim did not consider necessary to adduce 
any evidence inspite of opportunity given to him. 

Considering the facts disclosed in the pleadings 
of both sides and also considering evidence of the 
witnesses of the management there is no dispute to hold 
that the concerned workman was engaged as daily rated 
worker. It is the contention of the concerned workman that 
he joined the Bank in the said capacity with effect from 
9-3-90 and was allowed to work at Gorb^da Branch of 
Hazaribagh Kshetriya Gramin Bank under the management 
till 30-10-91. On the contrary contention of the management 
is that he worked there in that capacity from April, 1990 to 
November, 1991 ^ during the said period he woriced there 
for 279 days in all with intervening break. The concerned 
workman in his Written Statement submitted that the 
management by letterNo. GPB/PKS/91 -92-265 dt. 30-11-91 
transferred him to Head Office. He disclosed that on 
2-12-91 when he went to Head Office with a view to join 
there he was not allowed to join and for which he submitted 
an application to the management for their information and 
necessary action. He disclosed that thereafter he fell ill 
and remained under treatment of Dr. P.K. Majumdar of 
Durgapur, Sub-Divisional Hospital. It transpires that the 
concerned workman was suffering from“Transitional Cell 
Carcinoma of Urinary Bladder with Bladder neck 
Hypertrophy” and remained under treatment from 24-4-92 
to 24-8-92. He alleged that after his recovery from ailment 
when he came to his place of duty with medical certificate 
of fitness he was not allowed to join there. He further 
disclosed that as per NIT Award on pay scales/wages/ 
allowances and other service conditions etc. to the workers 
of Gramin Banks/ Rural Banks which was duly accepted 
by the Central Govt, for implementation by its order dt. 
30-4-90 he was very much entitled to get his reinstatement 
In service but that too the management did not consider. 

On the contrary it is the specific allegation of the 
management that the concerned workman by suppressing 
material facts about his age practically practised fraud upon 
the management. They disclosed that as per N.I.T. Award 
which was implemented by the Ministry of Finance, Govt, 
of India by letter No.l I/3.RRB-90 dt. 22-2-91 efforts were 
made to regularise the services of daily wages workers and 
for which the concerned workman was asked to appear 
before Interview Committee along with others. In course of 
interview suspecion grew up in the mind of the members of 
the Interview Committee in relation to his age recorded in 
the School Leaving Certificate with his physical 
appearance and for which he was asked to appear before 
Medical Board for verification of the correctness of his 
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age recorded in the School Leaving Certificate. The said 
Medical Board was consisted of Civil Surgeon, Hazaribagh 
as Chairman, Dr. P. Sinha, Dy. Superintendent, Sadar 
Hosiptal, Dr. A. Ganguli, Radiologist. After medical 
examination the said board assessed the age of the 
concerned workman as 30 years. The said report of the 
Medical Board during evidence was marked as Ext. M- l/I 
which confirmed that the age of the concerned workman 
was about 30 years as on 16-12-91. The School Leaving 
Certificate which the concerned workman relied on and 
submitted before the management shows that his date of 
birth was 10-4-70. Therefore, as on 16-12-91 the concerned 
workman.was 21 years old. 

It is seen that the management called for interview 
of the concerned workman before 16-12-91 withaviewto 
consider his regularisation in service as per N.I.T, Award. 
Therefore, there is no scope to say that the management 
had no intention at all to regularise him. I consider that the 
management holds absolute right to go through all papers, 
specifically, relating to cjualification and age for verification 
with a view to ascertain its genunity. It is seen that the 
concerned workmannot Only appeared before the Interview 
Committee but also relied on his age recorded in his School 
Leaving Certificate. As the interview committee was 
sOspicious he was asked to appear before Medical Board 
for verification of his age. It is seen from the medical report 
that the concerned worknian was about 30 years old as on 
16-12-91 which shows that he was about nine years older 
in relation to date of birth as 10-4-70 recorded in the School 
leavirlg certificate. It transpires that even thereafter 
management gave him opportunity to produce relevant 
papers ip support of his 2 ^e. But he has failed to produce 
thesame. The concerned workman in his Written Statement 
has totally suppressed all these facts. He disclosed that 
on and from 24-4“92 to 24-8-92 he was under treatment of 
Dp, PvK. Majumdar of Durgapur Sub-Divisional Hospital. 
It is seen that he was detected a Cancer patient. From the 
copies of Medical papers relating to his treatment which 
the concerned workman submitted shows that age Of the 
concerned workman was recorded as 30 years. The 
concan^ workman disclosed that management did not 
ftllow him to resume his duty even after production of 
Medical Certificate of his fitness. ‘ , 

V ■admitted factthatthe concerned workman started 
workir^ as daily rated worker under the management and he 
worked in that capacity from April, 1990 to December, 1991. 

It is;the, contention of the concerned workman that during 
ihis period .he worked for more than 240 days but the 
wjthoutregulansing him stopped from his service. 
Applicability of Sec. 25F comes in when it is established that 
incite of his working for 240 days in a year the management 
wi ut giving any_notice or paying him any compensation 
retrenched/stopped him from his service. 

^nsidertng the evidence of the management, it is 
not evident that they had stopped the concerned workman 
from his service. Jt is seen that while he was very ir>uch 


working under the management opportunity was given to 
him for his regularisation in service relying on the N.I.T. 
Award but he has failed to avail that opportunity not for 
the fault of the management but of his own. They fiirther 
submitted that there was no question of stopping the 
concerned workman from his service. As he failed to 
produce relevant papers to establish his date of birth with 
a view to give him opportunity for his regularisation he has 
taken such plea. 

In view of my discussion above I find sufficient 
reason to hold that the concerned workman suppressing 
his actual age intended to mislead the management for 
getting his regularisation in service. Even after detecting 
such serious mischief the management gave him 
opportunity for production of genuine paper relating to 
his exact date of birth but lamentably he has failed to 
produce the same. On the contrary by raising Industrial 
Dispute suppressing material fact intended to get his relief. 
Considering the materials on record there is no reason to 
hold that management committed any mischief in not 
regularising the concerned workman in his service. The 
concerned workman also has failed to establish that his 
service was terminated and for which I hold that he is not 
entitled to get any relief in view of his prayer. In the result, 
the following Award is rendered;— 

“The action of the management of Hazaribagh 
Kshetriya Gram in Bank in terminating the services of 
Shri Harihar Singh w.e.f. 31-12-91 is justified. 
Consequently, the concerned workman is not entitled 
to get any relief.”

AWARD 

This reference was made by the Government of India, 
Ministry of Labour as per Order No. L-12012/100/97/iR 
(B-II) dated 24-11-97 to adjudicate the justifiability or 
otherwise, of the action of the management in dismissing 
of the worker under reference from service. 

2. The worker involved in dispute by name Sri A M. 
Joshi, joined the service of the management^-Canara Bank 
as a peon and subsequently on promotion he was working 
in the clerical cadre. He had 21 years of service. While-so, 
on the charge of unauthorised absence he was dismissed 
from service after conducting a domestic enquiry. The 
workman challenged the action of the management and the 
Industrial Dispute raised by him was referred to this Court 
to adjudicate the legality and justifiability of dismissal from 
service. 

3. In persuance of the notice both parties appeared 
and filed their respective statement The workman filed a 
statement challenging the legality, validity and propriety 
of the enquiry and the conclusions reached by Enquiry 
Officer, on various grounds. According to the worker he 
was a chronice T.B. and Asthma patient. Though he was 
constrained to avail medical leave, the management 
construed his absence as a misconduct and issued a 
chargesheet with a view to harass him. It was further 
contended that the entire action of the management is 
vitiated on account of victimisation and unfair labour 
practice and the punishment imposed is grossly dis¬ 
proportionate to the gravity of the charges. 

4. On the contrary management supporting the 
validity and fairness of the enquiry. Contended that the 
worker was a chronic absentee and the management was 
constrained to terminate his services left with no other 
alternatives. 

5. The validity and propriety of the enquiry was 
heard as a preliminary point. After conducting a detailed 
enquiry it was found that the enquiry is vitiated on account 
of several reasons. The order was assailed by the 


management by filing a writ petition before the Hon’ble 
High Court who ultimately set aside the order of this Court 
and upheld the enquiry and findings. On receipt of remand 
order, the case was posted for hearing of the adequacy of 
punishment. The management did not adduce any further 
evidence whereas the worker got himself examined as WWl 
and stated that the absence was not wilful and beyond 
control on account of chronic physical ailments. He also 
depicted his poor family background and canvassed for 
leniency. Both sides were heard. The point for 
consideration is'.— 

Whether the impugned punishment was just and 
proper and proportionate to the misdemeanour 
committed by the worker? 

6. Points ;—It could be seen from the records that 
the disciplinary proceedings were initiated against the 
worker for his continuous absence for 294 days without 
the leave and sanction of the management. It could further 
be seen that the worker was charge sheeted formerly on 
three occasions for the same charge of unauthorised 
abesence and on the first occasion he was given a 
punishment of warning, on the second occasion his 
increment was with held without cumulative effect and on 
the third occasion stoppage of increment with cumulative 
effect was passed. The evidence before hand would also 
go to show that out of 21 years of service more than 
one third was spent by the worker either on leave or 
absence. Having suffered an adverse finding it is too late 
to justify his absence projecting disorders in health. It is 
also evident from the proceedings that on former occasions 
the management was very much considerate towards the 
worker. So the past records speek in volumes that the worker 
was a frequent and irregular absentee throughout his 
service. 

7. The learned counsel for the worker relying on 
1987 LAB 1C 1890 argued that unauthorised absence 
cannot be viewed as a grave misconduct inviting the drastic 
consequences under all circumstances. He further 
canvassed for mercy taking into account the disorder in 
health of the worker. 

8. The facts in the cited decision would show that in 
that case the HoiTble Apex Court sympethetically 
considered the case of the worker mainly bearing in mind 
that the delinquent worker was the first offender unlike the 
case before hand. It cannot le forgotten, that the 
management had always been ^enient in his case. 
Considering the facts and circurnsi.inces, I fee! that a soft 
pedal approach i.s hardly justified .and nothing short of 
dismissal would be an adequate punishment for the 
discipline of institution is likely to be subverted causing 
unnecessary inconvenience to the management. So from 
the evidence I find that the punishment imposed on the 
workman is not out of proportion and is justified. 

9. In the result, an award is passed holding that the 
action of the management of Canara Bank in dismissing 
the service of Sri A.M. Joshi w.e.f 16-6-95 is legal and 
justifiable.

AWARD

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, New 
Delhi, vide order dated 26-8-1999 referred this industrial 
dispute for adjudication by invoking powers conferred by 
clause (d) of Sub-section (I) and Sub-sec. 2 (A) of Section 
10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 

2. A fter the receipt of reference, notices in appropriate 
form were issued to the first party and second party. 

3. In response to the notice, second party appeared 
and filed statement of claim at Ex. U-3. According to the 
second party, he was employed in the first party as Upper 
Division Clerk and was in service with effect from 
27-4-1983 till the date of his termination 25-2-1997. He 
has contended that he applied for leave with effect from 
6-3-1995 to 6-6-1995, but the first party has not 
communicated to him about sanction of leave. Since 


6-3-1995 till 30-7-1996, he was suffering from Anxiety 
Neurosis and was under medical treatment of Dr. A.R. 
Shaikh as well as Dr. Gajanan V. Vijaykar, Bombay. It is his 
contention that his mental condition was not well and 
therefore, he could not communicate the change in his 
address to the first party. On 3-3-1997, he received memo 
from the first party dismissing him from service with effect 
from 25-2-1997. He came to know that charge-sheet was 
framed against him on 1-3-1996, but the same was not 
received by him. The correspondence made by the first 
party to the second party on his postal address was not 
received by the second party. He came to know that first 
party has initiated preliminary enquiry as well as domestic 
enquiry which was proceeded ex-parte and on that basis, 
terminated his service. According to the second party, 
the enquiry held against him is not fair and proper and is 
against the principles of natural justice and is conducted 
with undue haste. The second party came to know that 
notices were published by First party in daily newspapers 
‘Prabhat’ as well as ‘Indian Express’, but he could not 
read those papers and did not come to know^bout the 
enquiry proceeding. It is his grievance that the termination 
order is passed by the Enquiry Officer and the same is 
illegal, as one cannot be a judge of himself After \ue 
receipt of termination order, the second party has served 
a notice through Chandiramani Associates, Pimpri, Pune. 

It was replied through Advocate Shri P.D. Deshpande of 
Pune. Thus, according to the second party, he was suffering 
from disease Anxiety Neurosis and taking medical treatment 
and therefore, could not attend the duty as well as could not 
come to know about the enquiry proceeding initiated against 
him. So, the findings of the Enquiry Officer are perverse. For 
all these grounds, the second party has prayed to quash 
and set aside the termination order dated 25-2-1997 issued 
by the first party and to direct the first party to reinstate the 
second party at his original post with continuity of service, 
with full back-wages, together with all other consequential 
benefits. 

4. Tfre first party appeared and filed written statement 
at Ex. C-3 and denied all the allegations in the statement of 
claim. The first party did not dispute the fact that the second 
party was working as Upper Division Clerk. The first party 
also did not dispute about filing of leave application by the 
second party on 6-3-1995. It is the contention 6f the first 
party that the leave application filed by the second party 
was rejected and he was d irected to resume the duty. Inspite 
of issue of letter by R.P. A.D. the second party remained 
absent and therefore, the first party decided to initiate 
preliminary enquiry as well as domestic enquiry. It is denied 
that second party was suffering from Anxiety Neurosis or 
any other disease and was under medical treatment of Dr. 
A.R. Shaikh of Pune and Dr. Vijaykar, Mumbai. It is denied 
that due to mental condition of the second party, change in 
address was not communicated to the first party. It is the 
contention of the first party that they have taken all the 
efforts to serve the copy of charge-sheet and other

6. On the above pleadings of the parties, my learned 
Predecessor Shri V. L. Kamble framed following issues at 
Ex.

enquiry was fair, proper and whether the findings of the 
Enquiry Officer are perverse. Rest of the Issues 1. 8 & 9 
were in respect of, charge-sheet, as well as whether first 
party is termed as ‘industry’ and whether the Tribunal 
has jurisdiction to adjudicate the dispute. It reveals that 
the first parly in support of these issues exarnined CW-1 
Tukaram B. Kundur. Administrative Officer working in 
first party; CW-2 Lalita B. Rao, who is working as Dy. 
Director of first party and CW-3 Shridhar M. Shinde, who 
is w orking as Section Officer in Cash Section of the first 
party After examining these witnesses, first party has 
filed purshis that they do not want to lead oral evidence 
on these issues and the pursh is at Ex. C-17. It appears 
that the second party did not lead any oral evidence on 
the above-said issued and filed purshis, is Ex. U-12. After 
considering the evidence on record, my learned 
Predecessor passed order on preliminary point on 
11-4-2002 and held that the enquiry initiated against the 
second party was not fair and the findings of the Enquiry 
Officer are perverse. He has also held that the Tribunal 
has jurisdiction to try the reference. For the sake of clarity, 

I think it just and proper to reproduce the order passed 
by the Tribunal on 114-2002 on preliminary point. It reads 
as under: 

“1. The enquiry conducted by the Enquiry Officer 
is illegal and improper. An opportunity is given 
to the first parly employer to prove’ the 
misconduct alleged against the second party 
workman in charge-sheet dated 1 -3-1996, afresh 
before this Tribunal. 

2. This Tribunal hqs jurisdiction to entertain the 
dispute. Hence, matter should-proceed further 
in accordance with law.” 

8. In view ofthe above-said order, Issues 1, 2, 3, 8 
& 9 have already been decided. 

9. Issues 4 & 5 ; Having regard to the above-said 
findings on above issues, it was expected from first party 
to lead fresh evidence with a view to prove the misconduct 
alleged against the second party. Shri N. A. Kulkanu, learned 
Counsel for the second party has submitted that in the 
instant case, after passing of the order, the first party has 
not led any evidence to prove the misconduct and the 
second party has examined himself and one doctor before 
the Court and another doctor was examined through Court 
Commissioner and proved that due to medical treatment, 
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second party was unable to resume duty. According to 
Shri N, A, Kulkarni, the first party employer was required 
to lead evidence to prove the misconduct, as alleged in the 
charge-sheei and the first party has not done so and 
therefore. Award will necessarily follow in favour of the 
second parly woi kman. 

10. On this point, 1 have gone through the record and 
it appears that after giving findings on preliminary point, on 
11 -4-2002, the first party has examined one CW-1 Rajendra 
B. Vanarase, who is working as Section Officer in first party. 
It reveals that 2-3 lines of examination-in-chief of Rajendra 
was recorded and his examination-in-chief was deferred in 
view of order passed on Ex. C-35. Ex. C-35 is the adjournment 
apphcatiori filed by first party requesting the Tribunal to 
adjourn the matter as they are going to file some original 
documents. It appears that then, on 10-3-2004, first party 
■ has given purshis, Ex. C-36 contending that first party does 
not desire to lead any oral evidence in the present proceeding 
and therefore, this evidence closed purshis is given by the 
first party'. It appears that no documentary evidence has 
been placed on record as contended in Ex. C-35 and sought 
adjournment. 1 he second party has examined himself at 
Ex. UW-1 and Dr. Abdul Rajak R. Shaikh at Ex. UW-2 and 
Dr. Ciajanan Vijaykar was examined through Court 
Commissioner The first party has placed on record medical 
certificate issued by Dr. Shaikh at Ex. C-4I and medical 
certificate issued by Dr. Vijayakar at Ex. C-42. 

I I. Having regard to this aspect of the case, now, I 
have to see whether as per the order passed by the 

Tribunal on 1 I-4-2002, the first party employer has proved 

the misconduct as charged against the second party. It 
was expected from the first part to lead evidence on the 
ground that the second part intentionally remained absent 
and this conduct on the part of the second party amounts 
to misconduct on the ground of absenteeism. Shri 
Nangare, Learned Counsel for the firstparty has submitted 
that both the certificates Ex. C-41 and Ex. C-42 placed on 
record by the second party are fabricated one and the 
employer has already adduced evidence of three witnesses 
in support of written statement and the same can be read 
to arrive at conclusion as to whether charges are proved 
or not. 1 am unable to accept this submission, as once the 
4 nbunal has directed the first party to prove the misconduct 
by leading fresh evidence before the Tribunal, then, it was 
expected from the first party employer to lead evidence 
and prove ii. The evidence led by the employer on 
prehnunary issue as to whether the enquiiy was fair or not, 
cannot be read to prove the misconduct, as after perusing 
the said evidence, the Tribunal has come to the conclusion 
that tne enquiry was not fair and findings were perverse. 1 
have gone through the provisions of Section I lA of the 
Industrial Di.sputes Act, 1947 and expression ‘materials on 
record’ in that Section is (i) the evidence taken by the 
management at tlie enquiry and the proceedings of the 
enquiry; (2) the above-said evidence and in additions, any 
further evidence led before the Tribunal; (3) evidence 


placed before the Tribunal for the first time in support of 
the action taken by the employer as well as evidence 
adduced by workman. In the instant case, already while 
giving findings on preliminary issue, my learned 
Predecessor has held that the enquiry was not fair, the 
findings were perverse and directed the first party to lead 
fresh evidence on the point of misconduct. Under such 
circumstance, it was expected from the first party to lead 
evidence on the point of misconduct and best 
reasons known to them as to them as to why they have 
chosen to file evidence closed purshis. Ex. C-36. Under 
such circumstance, it is not out of place if I would say that 
this Is a case wherein the employer has not led evidence to 
prove the misconduct of the employee. 

12, Shri N.A. Kulkarni, Learned Counsel for the 
second party, has rightly relied upon following three rulings 
reported in: 

' (1) 2001 (88) F.L.R. 635 —Karnataka High 

Court Karnataka State Road Transport 
Corporation and another v. Ramachandra and 
another; 

(2) 2001 Ill C.L.R. 306—Bombay High Court— 
Maharashtra General Kamgar Union v. U.S.V. 
Limited* Ann; 

(3) 19991 L.L.J. p, 275 —Supreme Court—^Neeta 
Kaplish v/s. Presiding Officer, Labour Court 
and Ann 

13.1 have carefully gone through the ruling cited at 
SI. No. I is which the Labour Court on a preliminary issue 
held that the domestic enquiry was not fair and proper. 
After that the management did not lead evidence. The 
Labour Court on the basis of the evidence of the workman 
held that the misconduct was not proved and granted the 
relief of reinstatement with full back-wages. The said order 
of the Labour Court is confirmed by the High Court only 
with slight modification in respect of amount of back-wages. 
Thus, the ratio laid down in the said case law is applicable 
to the instant case. 

14. As regards the case law cited as SI. No. 2, in this 
case also. High Court by consent remanded the matter to 
enable the employer to lead evidence in support of the 
misconduct. On remand, the employer examined one 
withness and Labour Court considering his evidence and 
also the evidence in enquiry held dismissal of workman to 
be proper. In the Writ Petition against the said order, it has 
been held that Labour Court was not entitled to look into 
the evidence recorded in the enquiry once it was held to be 
vitiated. So, the ratio laid down in the said case law is 
applicable. 

15. As regards the case law cited at SI. No. 3, it was 
on Section II-A ofthe I.D. Act. Following ratio has been 
laid down in the said case law and the same is applicable to 
the case at my hand; 

“Industrial Disputes Act, 1947— Section 11- 

A Material on record—Fresh evidence—Domestic 
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Enquiry conducted by Management was found to 
be not ‘fair and proper’—Labour Court giving 
opportunity to management to adduce evidence on 
merits and justify dismissal—Management refusing 
to avail opportunity to lead evidence to justify 
dismissal of workman—Workman did not lead any 
evidence once Management did not lead evidence 
to justify dismissal on merits—Legal position is 
jurisdiction of Labour Court or Tribunal to itself 
decide merits of charge on fresh evidence remains 
unaltered even after introduction on Sec. 11-A— 
Tribunal had not only power to set aside Order of 
Dismissal and direct reinstatement but also power 
to award lesser punishment under Sec. II-A 
Proceedings of defective domestic enquiry would 
not constitute “Fresh Evidence”—and “Material on 
Record”—Defective Enquiry Proceedings had to be 
ignored altogether—Workman entitled to relief as 
claimed since management did not lead any fresh 
evidence on merits and workman was justified in 
stating that he too would not lead any fresh 
evidence—Claim of woricman cannot be rejected for 
not leading evidence—Workman was entitled to be 
granted relief then and there.’ ’ 

16. Having regard to the above-said legal 
position, I hold that the first party employer did not 
lead any evidence regarding intentional absenteeism 
of second party employee. On the contrary, the second 
party employee by examining himself has shown cause 
for remaining absent from duty. It is pertinent to note 
that the evidence of second party employee that he 
was ill during the period 6-3-1995 to 1 -3-1997 and he 
took medical treatment from Dr. A.R. Shaikh and Dr. 
Gajanan Vijaykar has gone unchallenged by the first 
party, as the first party remained absent. Hence, there 
was no cross-examination. At least, it was expected 
from the first party to pray to allow them to cross- 
examine these witnesses. That has not been done by 
the first party. The second party has examined UW-2 
Dr. A.R. Shaikh who issued medical certificate, Ex. C- 
41. He has stated that second party in his family patient 
and after examining him, he issued on the certificate. 
Ex. C.-41 as second party was suffering from disease 
known as Anxiety Neurosis. It is true that in cross- 
examination, he has stated that he issued the certificate 
on 28-2-1997. There appears some over-writing on date 
30-7-1996, i.e. on figure of month ‘8’ and after striking 
it, it is shown as ‘7’. From this circumstance only, it 
could not be held that the said medical certificate is 
fabricated one. The second party has examined Dr. 
Gajanan Vijayakar through Court Commissioner. He has 
stated that after examined the second party, he issued 
the certificate Ex. C-42. In cross-examination, he admits 
that the words “from 28-2-1997’ in Ex. C-42 are in his 
handwriting and it appears in different ink. From this 
circumstance also, it could not be held that Ex. C-42 is 


fabricated document. Thus, from the evidence of second 
party, it appears that he has shown sufficient cause for 
his absence from duty. 

17. For the above stated reasons, as the first party 
has failed to read fresh evidence to prove the misconduct 
of employee on the ground of absenteeism, I have no 
alternative except to answer Issue No. 5, in the negative. In 
view of finding on Issue No. 5, finding on Issue No. 4 
becomes redundant. I, therefore, answer it accordingly. 

18. Issue No. 6: In view of finding on Issue No. 5, the 
second party employee is entitled to reinstatement. Now, 
the only question which remains with me is about back- 
wages. I have gone through the statement of claim. Ex . U- 
3 wherein, there is no pleading of employee that he remained 
jobless and he tried to get another job, but could not get. 
On the contrary, it is the case of the second party that he 
was suffering from Anxiety Neurosis. However, in the 
evidence, he has stated his occupation as nil. He has stated 
that after his termination, he tried for employment, but could 
not get employment. However, he has not stated as to 
where he has tried to get employment. It appears that the 
first party is National Institute of Virology and dealing with 
research work in medicine. The first party could not be 
held as profit-making industry. Considering, all these 
circumstances, coupled with the conduct of the second 
party, I am not inclined to award full back-wages to the 
second party, as to do so means to give benefit to the 
person who was not diligent in proceeding with the reference 
as the same was pending since the year 1999 and also there 
is delay in approaching the Central Govt. Considering all 
these circumstances, I think it just and proper to award 
25% back-wages to the second party employee with 
continuity of service and it would meet ends of justice. 
Accordingly, I answer Issue No. 6. 

19. Having regard to the above-said discussion, the 
reference is required to be answered in the affirmative. In 
result, 1 pass the following order: 

ORDER 

1. The termination order passed by the first party 
dated 25-2-1997 is set aside. 

2. The first party is directed to reinstate the 
second party employee Shri J.H. Shariffon his 
original post with continuity of service and 
with 25% back-wages from the date of 
termination. 

3. The first party is directed to pay the arrears 
arising out of this award to the second party 
within three months from.the date of 
publication of the Award. 

4. Award be drawn accordingly. 

5. In the circumstances, no order as to costs.
